Success in the hom e garden Is 
m ore dependent upon w ater th an 
any other factor Even when show ­ 
ers are frequent, your garden may 
be 
suffering 
from 
drouth. 
The 
am ount of w ater necessary for vig­ 
orous grow th is estim ated to be at 
least one inch each week; more in 
sandy soil. If this am ount does not 
fall in rain it should be m ade up 
bv artificial watering 
A frequent com m ent 
during 
a 
sum m er drouth is; "I w atered my I 
garden, but the w ater is so cold, it 
did no good.” C areful tests have 
proved th a t cold water is ju st aa 
good as warm w ater for a garden. 
It Ls all warm when tile plants get 
it; and if it fails to benefit the 
plants the trouble usually Is not 
that 
the w ater is cold, but not 
enough is supplied. 
One inch of w ater :& much more 
th an am ateur gardeners are accus­ 
tomed to apply 
It cannot, be a p ­ 
plied by brief sprinkling, even daily. 
Moreover. Instead of daily w ater­ 
ing, it would be better to apply a 
week’s supply at a tim e. In irri­ 
gated 
farm s 
and 
orchards, 
a 
m onth's supply is often given in 
one application. 
The advantage of this is th at the 
soil is soaked deeply; and as the 
w aler level slowly falls, air enters 
the soil, while the plant roots grow 


deep, following 
the w ater. Air is 
just as necessary to the plants as 
w ater, and air doe*, not enter freely 
into w ater .soaked soil, but docs re ­ 
place the w ater as soil dries out. 
Tire old-tim e practice of * giving 
the plant a drink w hen it is d ry ” is 
still the best one for the garden 
M ethods 
of 
autom atic 
w atering 
w hich m aintain a co n stan t w ater 
level 
have 
been 
developed
